Whatever accidents thed eafauto 
drivers had, while at the wheel, 
been very slight. No deaths or 
serious injury. Drunken hearing 
drivers have run into cars of the 
and they took all the blame, 
rating the deaf diivers. Per- 
sons not deaf and dumb have 
wrecked and damaged cars of 
drivers, the former paying the bill 
of repairing. 

Other States have no objection to 
licensing deaf persons, if they can 
demonstrate their ability to handle 
a car. The State of New York has 
given operators licenses to about 
SOO deaf-mutes in schools for the 
deaf located at Malone, N. Y., and 
Rochester, N. Y. So far as I know, 
ie of them has ever been in an 
accident of any serious nature.
